Three Returning All-Americans Fuel Coach’s Optimism for 2001 Season 


The question heading into the 2001 season for Nebraska Women's 
Gymnastics Coach Dan Kendig is what to do for an encore. 

Last season, the Huskers went 25-5, won their first regional title in 
17 seasons and placed fourth at the NCAA Championships, equaling 
the best finish at nationals in the program's 25-year history. The Huskers 
set numerous team and individual records during the course of the 
2000 season, one being ranked in the top |0 all season, reaching a No. 
3 ranking — the highest ranking in school history — midway through the 
year. 

Individually, Heather Brink won the NCAA all-around and vaulkt titles, 
while capturing the Honda Award, presented to the nation’s top 
collegiate gymnast. The Big |2 and Region 3 Gymnast of the Year, Brink 
was one of a school-record five Husker gymnasts who earned All- 
America honors last season. 

Despite the success of the 2000 campaign, Kendig said the Huskers 
are not resting on their laurels, despite the daunting challenge of replacing 
Brink and fellow All-American Nicole Wilkinson. 

“At nationals, we saw how close we were (finishing less than two 
tenths of a point out of second place) with a team that had freshmen 
performing nearly half of our routines. They saw first-hand what it 
takes to be successful at nationals, and they have put the effort in 
training and getting ready for the upcoming season.” 

The Huskers return six letterwinners, including All-Americans Amy 
Ringo (Phoenix,Ariz.),A.J. Lamb (Lincoln, Neb.) and Julie Houk 
(Hamilton, Ohio), with hopes of returning to the Super Six Finals for 
the fourth time in five seasons. In addition, NU regains the services of 
sophomore Bree Dority O’ Callaghan (Kearney, Neb.), who missed 
all of last season with a knee injury. The seven returnees are joined by 
one of the most talented incoming freshman classes in recent memory,

helping to fuel Kendig's optimism about the 2001 campaign. 

“We are excited about the upcoming season,” said Kendig, who is 
123-26 in seven seasons at Nebraska."We are going to miss Heather's 
consistency, but we will have a lot more routines to draw from because 
we gained five athletes and lost only two. On paper, we should be a 
better team than last season." 

Much of the leadership will be provided by all-arounders Ringo and 
Lamb, both of whom earned All-America honors last season. 

The lone senior on the Husker roster this season, Ringo was NU's 
most consistent all-arounder as a junior, scoring 39 or better in each of 
the last nine meets. She performed well during the Huskers’ postseason 
run, placing fifth in the all-around at the Big 12 Championships and at 
the NCAA Region 3 Championships. After competing on only three 
events (vault, balance beam and floor exercise) in her first two seasons, 
Ringo competed in 63 of 64 possible routines during the season and set 
career bests on three events and the all-around, where she scored a 
39,25 in the Huskers’ win at lowa. Ringo earned second-team All- 
America honors on floor exercise and will contend for first-team 
honors this year. 

“In a lot of ways,Amy has the total package,” Kendig said. “She has 
incredible dance skills and can really sell a routine. It may not look like 
she has a lot of power, but she is able to perform some of the most 
powerful routines on the team.We didn’t have a lot of depth last year, 
but Amy took advantage of the situation and had an outstanding year. 
She may not be in the all-around every meet, but we are counting on 
her for an outstanding season.” 

Lamb lived up to her advanced billing, making an immediate impact in 
her first season at Nebraska. The Lincoln, Neb., native became only the 
second Husker freshman to earn first-team All-America honors as a 
freshman, placing ninth on floor exercise at the 
NCAA Championships. She set three freshman 
records during the 2000 campaign. Lamb scored 
39 or better in six meets, including three of the 
final four meets of the season, and was ranked 
nationally in the all-around. At the Big 12 
Championships, Lamb placed third on floor 
exercise and fourth on vault, sharing Big 12 
Newcomer-of-the-Year honors with lowa State's 
Betsy Hamm. Lamb earned top-|0 finishes in all 
| four events en route to a runner-up finish to 
Heather Brink at the Region 3 Championships. 
With a year of experience, Lamb will be a strong 
contender for conference and national honors 
} this season. 

“A,J’s work ethic is impeccable,” Kendig said. 
“She comes in on off days, and she spent all 
summer working to improve. She is not afraid 
to put in the work to make herself better, and 
she takes pride in everything she does. She has 
really upgraded on all four events and has a new 
vault this year” 

If the NCAA Championships were any 
indication, junior Laura Goss (Austell, Ga.) 
is poised to have a breakthrough season in 2001. 
Goss scored 9.825 or better in all six of her 


routines at nationals, barely 
missing out on All-America 
honors on three different 
events. 

After seeing limited 
competition as a freshman, 
Goss earned a spot in the 
Huskers’ lineup on vault 
and balance beam, while 
serving as a top backup on 
floor. After showing 
improvement during the 
course of the season, Goss 
earnedAll-Big |2 honors on 
both vault and balance beam, 
finishing second and third, 
respectively. Her strong 
postseason performances 
set the stage for a 
breakthrough season 
according to Kendig. 

“The experience and 
confidence she gained last 
season is going to pay 
dividends now,” Kendig 
said."Laura realized that as successful as she was last year, she knows 
she can be better and that drives her.” 

After missing almost all of last season with a knee injury, Dority O" 
Callaghan is close to 100 percent and could have an impact on the 
Husker lineup, As a freshman, she was the Big 12 Newcomer of the 
Year and nearly earned All-America honors, placing |7th in the all- 
around with a career-best score of 39.175. Dority, who will compete 
on uneven bars, balance beam and floor exercise, was one of the 
Huskers’ top performers on uneven bars and floor exercise before 
her injury, setting a school freshman record on floor exercise in 1999. 

“It’s great to have Bree back at close to 100 percent this season," 
Kendig said. “She was one of our best bar workers before her injury 
and her return will make that one of our strongest events this season. 
She has worked hard through the summer and fall, and is better than 
she was before her injury.” 

In addition to Lamb, a trio of sophomores who were mainstays in 
the NU lineup in 2000, and all have the potential to contend for 
conference and national honors this season. 

Julie Houk (Hamilton, Ohio) is the Huskers’ third returning All- 
American, earning second-team honors on the uneven bars. Houk,who 
finished the regular season ranked third nationally on uneven bars, 
became the first freshman in four seasons to win a conference title, 
tying for first on bars at the Big 12 Championships. She won seven 
event titles on uneven bars last season and tied a school record (since 
broken) with her career best of 9.95. Houk is also one of the Huskers’ 
top performers on floor exercise, recording six scores of 9.85 or 
better, including a season best of 9.90 against lowa State. 

“Julie has a lot of motivation coming into the season,” Kendig said. 
“She was a second-team All-American on uneven bars last year and was 
a step on her dismount away from being a first teamer.We will have a 
lot of great routines in our uneven bars lineup, but hers stands out. It is 
a big routine with difficult skills throughout.” 

Fellow sophomores Jess Wertz (Lebanon, Ohio) and Jen French 
(Greensboro, N.C.) were both three-event performers last season 
and will both play a significant role in the Huskers’ success this season. 

Wertz competed on all four events in 2000, earning a regular spot in 
NU's uneven bars and floor exercise lineups. She earned top-10 finishes

on both events at the Big |2 Championships and placed fifth on uneven 
bars at regionals. Wertz, who was the Huskers’ top reserve on vault 
and balance beam, competed in the all-around four times last season, 
placing fourth at the Masters Classic with a score of 39.075. 

“Jess was one of our most consistent performers last season and 
was a big reason for our success,” Kendig said."“She has had some bad 
luck with injuries, but is healthier now than she has been all fall and will 
be a key performer for us.” 

French also enjoyed a strong freshman campaign, immediately stepping 
into the lineup on vault, balance beam and floor exercise. She was one 
of the Huskers’ most consistent performers down the stretch, hitting 
26 of her last 28 routines. Despite being slowed by an ankle injury, 
French was an instrumental part of the Huskers’ NCAA success, scoring 
9.75 or better on all three events in both the NCAA team competition 
and the Super Six Finals. Her best event is the balance beam, where she 
scored 9,775 or better on eight routines. 

“Jen had a pretty good freshman year, helping us on three events,” 
Kendig said.““She was bothered by some nagging injuries last year, but is 
healthy this fall and that will help her. She has a quality floor exercise 
routine, is a really strong dancer and is one of our better beam work- 
ers. | think she will step up and be one of our most consistent gymnasts 
this year” 

Joining the returnees is one of the nation's top recruiting classes in 
Gina Bruce (Champlin Park, Minn.), Tami Harris (Virginia Beach, 
Va.), Alecia Ingram (Knoxville, Tenn.) and Libby Landgraf (Fort 
Collins, Colo.). The four newcomers bring extensive national-caliber 
experience, as Ingram is a former U.S. Senior National Team member, 
while Bruce and Harris are both former Junior Olympic national cham- 
pions. 

“All four freshmen have the potential to compete in a lot of events 
for us this season.” Kendig said." We have depth we have not had in past 
seasons, and that will make us a better team later in the year.” 

A former J.O. national champion on vault, Bruce is a Level 10 gym- 
nast who trained at Twin City Twisters in Minneapolis, Minn., the club of 
former Husker Jess Swift (1996-99).According to the Husker coaching 
staff, Bruce has tremendous power and could have an impact on several 
events in her first season as a Husker. 

“Gina is a powerful gymnast and will make an impact on several 
events this season,” Kendig said. "On vault, she has a handspring pike 
front 1/2 twist which will be a big vault in our lineup. She is an excellent 
tumbler and is competing for a spot on uneven bars and balance beam 
this season.” 

Harris, who won two J.O. national titles (balance beam and floor 
exercise) during her career at Ocean City Tumblers in Virginia, placed 
12th in the all-around at the 2000 J.O. Nationals. The coaching staff 
believes that Harris will contend for a spot in the all-around lineup as 
a freshman.

The Huskers look to replace defending NCAA champion Heather 
Brink and four-year starter Nicole Wilkinson, but the coaching staff 
believes that the lineup can be just as good as the one that ended 
the season ranked fourth nationally. The Huskers return a pair of 
All-Big 12 selections in Laura Goss and A.J. Lamb, while Amy 
Ringo and Jen French were both mainstays in the Husker lineup 
last season. The quartet of Husker freshmen will make their greatest 
impact on vault,as Gina Bruce, Tami Harris, Alecia Ingram and 
Libby Landgraf all have 10.0 vaults in their repetoire. Three or 
four freshmen could crack the lineup during the year. In addition, 
look for sophomores Jess Wertz and Julie Houk to provide depth, 
as NU could be 10 deep on vault. The most significant rule change 
this season also comes here, where gymnasts will have only one 
vault, instead of two as in past years. 


Uneven Bars 


One of the strengths of the Huskers this season will be on uneven 
bars, as NU boasts a deep and talented corps of performers. Uneven 
bars Coach Dennis Harrison has the luxury of returning five gymnasts 
who have seen significant action over the past two seasons. All- 
American Julie Houk won the Big |2 title as a freshman and joins 
sophomores A.J. Lamb and Bree Dority O’Callaghan to form 
the nucleus of the lineup. Lamb placed third at regionals last season, 
while Dority O'Callaghan was arguably NU's top performer on 
uneven bars two years ago, but missed nearly all of last season with 
a knee injury. She is near 100 percent entering the season and will 
contend for conference and NCAA honors. Returnees Jess Wertz 
and Amy Ringo will be pushed for spots by a trio of newcomers 
that includes Alecia Ingram, Libby Landgraf and Tami Harris. 


Under beam coach Rhonda Faehn, NU has prided itself on a strong 
and talented beam unit, and that trend should continue with six of 
the top eight gymnasts returning. Laura Goss earned All-Big 12 
honors last season, while senior Amy Ringo has been one of NU’s 
top beam performers throughout her career. A talented sophomore 
class of Jen French, Bree Dority O’Callaghan and A.J. Lamb 
will play a major role in the success of this year's beam team. All 
four freshmen will try to make an impact in the lineup, but look for 
Tami Harris and Alecia Ingram, to make the biggest push for 
beam time. Returnees Jess Wertz and Julie Houk join newcomers 
Libby Landgraf and Gina Bruce in providing depth to the top 
seven. 


Floor Exercise 


With All-American A.J. Lamb and Amy Ringo both returning, the 
Huskers will have one of the nation’s top |-2 punches on the floor 
this season. In all, Nebraska returns six of its top seven routines 
from last year and adds Bree Dority O’Callaghan, who held the 
school freshman record in 1999, The Husker coaching staff has 
upgraded many of the routines, making this event one of most exciting 
and competitive entering the season. Junior Laura Goss and 
sophomores Jen French, Julie Houk and Jess Wertz all saw 
extensive action last season, but will be pushed by freshmen Gina 
Bruce, Tami Harris, Alecia Ingram and Libby Landgraf. All || 
gymnasts could earn an opportunity to crack the lineup, giving the 
coaching staff some challenging decisions during the season,

“Tami brings a strong background, being a former Junior National 
champion and an elite-level gymnast,” Kendig said.‘ We feel that she 
will be able to come in, fit in well in our lineup and perform quality 
routines for us. She is an exceptional beam worker, and we think she 
will be a solid contributor for us on all four events.” 

A four-year member of the U.S. Senior National Team, Ingram brings 
impressive credentials to the Husker gymnastics program. An elite- 
level gymnast, Ingram lived in Oklahoma City to train under former U.S. 
National Team Coach Steve Nunno at Dymano Gymnastics, the same 
club that produced U.S. Olympian Shannon Miller and former Husker 
NCAA champion Heather Brink. Last summer, Ingram placed |7th at 
the U.S. Classic and qualified for the U.S. National Championships. Dur- 
ing the fall, she has emerged as one of NU’s top performers on uneven 
bars and is making a strong challenge to break into the lineup on the 
other three events. 

“| think Alecia has the ability to be in the all-around lineup for us this 
season, and that is saying a lot with the talent we have returning,” 
Kendig said. “She is very aggressive on the events and it shows in her 
routines. People will enjoy watching Alecia on events because she has 
that combination of tumbling, dance and presentation that you look 
for.” 

The fourth member of the incoming class, Landgraf is a Level 10 
gymnast who earned top-10 finishes on both uneven bars and floor 
exercise at the 1999 Junior Olympic Nationals. She has worked hard 
during fall training and will contribute on vault and floor exercise this 
season.Although she does not have the credentials of the other three 
freshmen, the Husker coaching staff believes that Landgraf has a bright 
future in the Husker program. 

“Libby is strong on vault and bars, but she has an opportunity to 
compete on the other two events this year,’ Coach Dan Kendig said. 
“She is deceiving because if you look at her, you wouldn’t think she has 
a lot of power, but she does, and that is what makes her an excellent 
vaulter and tumbler. Libby has a good work ethic and really wants to be 
an outstanding gymnast, and she works hard in the gym every day.” 

Although there is an abundance of talent on this season's roster, nine 
of || gymnasts on the Husker roster are either freshmen or 
sophomores with one year or less of collegiate experience. 

The Huskers will be tested with a demanding schedule, facing six 
teams that qualified for the NCAAs last season, including defending 
national champion UCLA at the season-opening Maui Invitational. 
Nebraska opens the home portion of its schedule on Jan. 14 against 
Oregon State, as the Huskers will look to extend a 3|-meet regular 
season home Winning steak that dates back to the 1993 season. Other 
home opponents include perennial power Florida, defending Big 12 
champion lowa State and conference rival Oklahoma.The annual Masters 
Classic will also feature one of the finest fields in its 12-year history 
with North Carolina State, LSU and Denver University coming to Lincoln. 
For the first time, the Masters Classic will he held off campus, as Pershing 
Auditorium in downtown Lincoln will play host to one of the nation’s 
premier in-season meets. The five regular-season home meets will 
help prepare the Huskers, as NU will play host to one of six NCAA 
regionals on April 7. It is the second time in three years that an NCAA 
regional will take place at the Devaney Center. 

“We will be tested with this schedule,” Kendig said. “We may not 
have the win-loss record of last year’s team, but it will help us reach 
our goals of winning the Big |2 Conference and regional titles, reaching 
the Super Six Finals for the fourth time in five years and improving on 
our fourth-place finish from last year.”

When University of Nebraska Coach Dan Kendig was hired in 1993, 
his goals were to return Husker gymnastics to national prominence and 
to have the Huskers in a position to win a national title, while also 
maintaining the highest standards of academic excellence. 

Kendig has accomplished both goals,as the Husker gymnastics program 
is considered among the nation’s elite programs, in both the gym and 
the classroom. 

Over the past four seasons, Nebraska was one of only six programs 
to qualify for three or more NCAA Super Six Finals (also Alabama, 
Arizona State, Georgia, Michigan and UCLA). The Huskers have earned 
NCAA Championship berths in five of the past six years. Under Kendig, 
10 NU gymnasts have combined to earn 30 All-America honors since 
1995, more than triple NU's previous total of nine awards in the 
program’s first 18 seasons. 

At the conference level, the results are equally impressive,as Nebraska 
has won six of the past seven conference titles, including an 
unprecedented six straight Big Eight/|2 crowns from 1994 to 1999. In 
addition, Nebraska has had at least one individual conference champion 
in each of the past seven seasons and seven all-around titlists, while four 
gymnasts have been conference newcomers of the year, including current 
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In addition to his head coaching duties, Kendig serves as Nebraska's vaulting coach, 
helping four different Huskers to Big 12 titles in that event. In 2000, Heather Brink 
won the NCAA vault title and won the Honda Award as the nation’s top gymnast. 
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Huskers A.J. Lamb and Bree Dority O'Callaghan. 

Since coming to Nebraska, Kendig’s teams have compiled an 
outstanding | 23-26 record (.826), while he has earned national, regional 
or conference conference coach-of-the-year honors all seven seasons. 
But those accomplishments pale to the performance of his gymnasts 
away from the arena floor. 

Under Kendig, Nebraska has had five of Nebraska's nation-best eight 
GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-America awards in women’s gymnastics, while 
NU has also produced a finalist for NCAA Woman of the Year (Shelly 
Bartlett in 1997) and the academic All-American of the Year (Joy Taylor 
in 1996), as well as numerous academic all-conference and scholastic 
All-America selections. The Huskers have ranked in the top 20 of the 
National Association of College Gymnastics Coaches scholastic rankings 
in each of the past seven seasons, including five top-!0 finishes. For his 
accomplishments with the Husker gymnastics program,he was honored 
by his peers as the NCAA Coach of the Year in 1999. 

The 2000 season was a special one for Kendig and the Huskers, as 
Nebraska celebrated its silver anniversary season with a 25-5 record, 
the first regional title since 1983 and a fourth-place finish at the NCAA 
Championships, equaling the best finish in school history. NU was ranked 
as high as third, and set numerous team and individual school records. 
Individually, Heather Brink won the NCAA all-around and vault titles 
and became the first Husker gymnast to win the Honda Award, 
emblematic of the nation’s top gymnast. Brink was one of a school- 
record five Huskers to earn a total of nine All-America honors. 

While the Huskers were excelling in the arena, they also shined in 
the classroom, placing sixth nationally with a team GPA of 3,455. 
Nebraska was one of three teams that qualified for the NCAA Super 
Six Finals, while placing in the top 10 of the NACGC Scholastic Rankings 
in 2000. Five gymnasts, Bree Dority O’ Callaghan, Jen French,Arica Lamb, 
Nicole Wilkinson and Jess Wertz captured Scholastic All-America honors 
by the National Association of College Gymnastics Coaches. Nebraska 
also led the Big |2 with five academic All-Big |2 selections, marking the 
second straight season that every Husker who was eligible to earn 
academic all-conference honors was recognized.The five selections also 
led the Big 12 for the third consecutive season. 

Kendig’s first six seasons at Nebraska also produced their share of 
memorable moments, including six straight conference titles, four NCAA 
appearances and the NACGC Academic Team title in 1995. 

In his first season as head coach in 1994, Kendig led the Huskers to

their first Big Eight title since 1990, earning conference coach-of-the- 
year honors. Seven gymnasts, including Kim DeHaan, who was the Big 
Eight Newcomer of the Year, earned all-conference honors, and 
Nebraska's fourth-place regional finish was its best in four years. 

In 1995, Nebraska continued to move toward national prominence. 
Behind conference titles by Martha Jenkins and DeHaan, Nebraska 
repeated as Big Eight champions. At the Midwest Regional held at the 
Bob Devaney Sports Center, Nebraska finished second, allowing the 
Huskers to return to nationals for the first time since 1990,The Huskers 
placed | Ith at the NCAA Championships, and Joy Taylor became the 
sixth Husker in school history to earn All-America honors, placing | 5th 
on the uneven bars. 

Kendig's 1995 squad also earned praise in the classroom. The Huskers 
were named NCAA Academic Gymnastics Team Champions, compiling 
a 3.56] team grade-point average, while seven Huskers were named to 
the Big Eight Academic Honor Roll, including Nicole Duval, who repeated 
as a GTE/COoSIDA First-Team Academic All-American, and Taylor, who 
was named a Second-Team GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-American. 

The 1996 Huskers closed the book on the Big Eight with a dominating 
performance at the final conference championship. Kendig was named 
coach of the year for the third straight season,as NU won its |2th and 
final Big Eight title. In the individual events, DeHaan and Taylor combined 
to win all four individual titles, marking the only time in school history 
that NU had swept the four events at the conference meet. Taylor won 
the all-around, while Oxford was named Big Eight Newcomer of the 
Year. After advancing to the NCAA Championships for the second 
consecutive season, the Huskers just missed a bid to the Super Six by 
the slimmest of margins, .025 of a point, finishing |Oth. DeHaan earned 
All-America honors on the uneven bars with an | | th-place finish. The 
1996 squad also boasted a pair of first-team GTE/CoSIDA Academic 
All-Americans in Taylor and DeHaan, marking the third straight season 
in which NU had at least one academic All-American. Taylor, who was 
also selected as the Academic All-American of the Year, and DeHaan 
both sported perfect 4.0 GPAs. 

In 1997, Kendig's Huskers rewrote the record book, establishing schoo! 
records in each individual apparatus in posting a 22-2 mark, the best 
mark in seven years. The Huskers, behind seven all-conference selections, 
captured the inaugural Big 12 championship, as former All-American 
Shelly Bartlett won the all-around title and two individual event titles, 
while Brink tied Bartlett for the uneven bars crown and was selected as 
the Big 12 Newcomer of the Year. 

After finishing third at regionals, the Huskers recorded one of the 
most memorable moments in school history at the national 
championships in Gainesville, Fla. After missing the Super Six Finals by 
.025 in 1996, the Huskers claimed a berth in the finals by hitting all 24 
routines in the preliminary session, forcing a tie with top-ranked Utah. 
Nebraska won the tiebreaker, which was the score of the sixth gymnast 
in each event, 234.725-234.350, to make its first appearance in the Super 
Six Finals. The Huskers finished sixth, as Bartlett, Brink, Oxford and Kim 
DeHaan captured All-America honors. 

In 1998, NU posted a 14-4 mark and won the Big |2 championship. 
The fifth straight title was the first time in conference history a women's 
gymnastics team had won five titles in a row. Nebraska also led the Big 
12 in the classroom, as eight gymnasts earned academic All-Big 12 honors, 
including seven first-team honorees, while three Huskers were named 
Scholastic All-Americans by the NACGC.

Kendig has led the Huskers to six conference titles and five NCAA championship 
berths, including Super Six Finals appearances in three of the past four seasons. 


Two years ago, Nebraska enjoyed one of the most successful seasons 
in the program's history, going | 9-2, winning the Big |2 title and qualifying 
for the NCAA Championships for the fourth time in the past five seasons. 
At the NCAA Championships, NU returned to the Super Six Finals for 
the first time since 1997, finishing sixth, as Brink, Misty Oxford and 
Courtney Brown all earned All-America honors. In addition, four 
gymnasts captured Scholastic All-America honors by the NACGC, while 
all 10 athletes who were eligible for academic all-conference honors 
earned first-team or honorable-mention accolades. 

Kendig’s ties to Husker gymnastics go back to 1980, when he served 
as an assistant under Judy Schalk for three seasons. During his first stint 
at NU, the Huskers won two Big Eight Championships and made NCAA 
appearances in 1982 and 1983. The 1983 squad was one of only three 
NU squads in school history to win an NCAA regional. 

In 1983, Kendig became the head coach at Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania, where he stayed until 1992. During his nine-year tenure, 
his teams captured NCAA Division II national championships in 1988 
and 1989, won six regional titles and produced 37 All-Americans. He 
also saw all of his athletes earn their degrees. 

During the 1993 season, Kendig was the women’s gymnastics coach 
at Cornell (N.Y.) University where he coached three academic All- 
Americans before coming to Nebraska after the 1993 season. 

Kendig, who earned his bachelor’s degree in physical education from 
the University of Kentucky in 1979, began his coaching career as an 
assistant coach with the women’s gymnastics program at his alma mater 
from 1978 to |980. At that time, he became an instructor at the 
Woodward Gymnastics Camp in Woodward, Pa. In his 2! years at 
Woodward, Kendig has advanced from an instructor to a program 
director to a master staff instructor, the position he currently holds. 
Kendig also is in his third year as a member of the NCAA Women's 
Gymnastics Committee.

A 1988 Olympian, Rhonda Faehn (pronounced FAIN) begins her third 
season at Nebraska, serving as the Huskers’ balance beam coach and 
floor routine choreographer. In two years, she has helped turn the Husk- 
ers into one of the nation’s elite programs, helping NU to Super Six Finals 
appearances in each of the past two seasons, including a fourth-place 
finish in 2000. 

Last season, the Huskers ranked 
in the top eight nationally on both 
of Faehn's events, while it was the | 
Huskers’ clutch performances on 
both events in the NCAA 
preliminaries that propelled the 
Huskers to the Super Six Finals. 

NU posted the highest scores on 

both balance beam and floor 

exercise in the evening session. On 

floor exercise, a school-record 

three Huskers, Heather Brink,A,], 

Lamb and Amy Ringo, all earned Alll- 

America honors, while Brink and 

Lamb qualified for the event finals. 

On balance beam, Nicole 

Wilkinson and Brink garnered — 

second-team honors. Nebraska also set school records for highest season 
averages on both events last season and for her efforts, she was selected 
the Region 3 Co-Assistant Coach of the Year by her peers. In 1999, Faehn 
guided the Huskers to a No. 6 ranking on balance beam with a regional 
qualifying score of 49.025, the best in school history. Courtney Brown 
tied for the Big |2 Conference title and earned All-America honors at the 
NCAA Championships, while Laurie McLaughlin set a new school record 
with her 9.95 at the Masters Classic. 

In 1997 and 1998, Faehn served as an assistant coach at the University 
of Maryland and was named the Southeast Region Assistant Coach of the 
Year in 1998, after playing a crucial role in the Terps qualifying for their 
first Southeast Regional meet in seven seasons. Maryland improved from 
11-18 in her first season to 22-18 and a seventh-place Southeast Regional 
finish in 1998. 

Originally from Coon Rapids, Minn., Faehn brings an extensive back- 
ground to the Husker program. She was a member of the 1988 Olympic 
Team and has previously trained under world famous coach Bela Karolyi, 
In addition to her Olympic experience, Faehn was a four-year member of 
the U.S. National Team (1985-88). She was the U.S. vault champion, scor- 
ing a perfect 10.0 in 1988. In 1987,she was the highest U.S. finisher at the 
World Championships, placing |9th,and was a gold medalist at the 1987 
PanAmerican Games in Indianapolis, Ind. Faehn was an honorary inductee 
into the University of Minnesota Women's Gymnastics Hall of Fame in 
December of 1998. 

Before arriving at Maryland in 1997, she was the head coach at Lanco 
Gymnastics Training Center in Lancaster, Pa., from 1994 to 1996 after 
beginning her coaching career as a student assistant at UCLA from 1992 
to 1994. In her time at the Lanco Gymnastics Training Center, Faehn 
organized a team program for levels four through 10, She was in charge of 
choreography for the beam and floor exercises and coached the level 
nine team to a state championship. Faehn is also a master staff member 
and clinician at the Woodward Gymnastics Camp in Woodward, Pa. 

A former All-American at UCLA, Faehn graduated from the school in 
1994 with a bachelor's degree in history.

One of the most accomplished gymnasts in Nebraska history, Dennis 
Harrison is in his second year with the Husker women’s program. One 
of the nation’s top up-and-coming assistant coaches, Harrison begins 
his fourth season as an assistant coach at the collegiate level after a 
two-year stint at the University of Florida in 1998 and 1999. At Nebraska, 
Harrison serves as the primary uneven bars coach, assists in coaching 
vault and floor exercise, while also heading the Huskers’ strength and 
conditioning program, Outside the gym, Harrison, who replaced current 
Missouri Head Coach Rob Drass in June of 1999, handles NU's recruiting 
effort. 

In his first season, Harrison's impact was immediate, as the Huskers 

7 set school records for highest regional 
qualifying score (49.19) and season 
average (48.962). At NCAA regionals, 
the Huskers posted a school record of 
49.475 on uneven bars en route to 
winning their first regional title in 17 
years, Individually, the school record on 
the event was tied or broken four times 
during the season, including a school 
best of 9.975 by Heather Brink at the 
NCAA Regional. Two Huskers, Brink and 
Julie Houk earned All-America honors, 
while Brink’s runner-up finish equaled 
the best finish in school history on the 
event. Houk shared the Big |2 title on 
the event, becoming the first Husker 
freshman to win a conference crown 
since 1997. 

While at Florida, Harrison helped the 
Gators to a pair of NCAA Championships appearances, including a 
runner-up finish in 1998, Harrison’s duties with the Gators included 
coaching uneven bars, recruiting and assisting on both floor exercise 
and vault. In his two seasons at Florida,three Gator gymnasts combined 
for || All-America honors, including eight first-team selections and two 
NCAA individual champions. 

Before his stint at Florida, he was an assistant coach with the Husker 
men’s program while earning his bachelor’s degree in history from 
Nebraska in 1997. 

One of the finest gymnasts in school history, Harrison was an | |- 
time All-American and 1994 Nissen Award runner-up for legendary 
coach Francis Allen.A five-time Big Eight champion, Harrison and the 
Huskers qualified for the NCAAs all four seasons, earning runner-up 
finishes in 1992 and 1993 before winning NU's eighth national title as a 
senior in 1994. As a senior, Harrison won the NCAA all-around title 
and earned All-America honors in six events (all but the still rings). He 
holds the school record on floor exercise (9.90), while his career-best 
all-around score of 58.50 is second only to two-time U.S. Olympian Jim 
Hartung’s record of 58.55. 

A 10-time Junior and Senior U.S. National Team member, Harrison 
placed | Ith in the all-around at the 1992 Olympic Trials. A competitor 
at numerous international meets as a member of the U.S. National Team, 
Harrison earned several top finishes, including a bronze medal in the 
all-around at the 1993 World University Games in Buffalo, N.Y. 

A native of Omaha, Neb., Harrison also heads up the Nebraska School 
of Gymnastics club program.

Potuto teaches constitutional procedure and criminal law, and she 
also teaches a course in sports law. She joined the Nebraska law faculty 
as an assistant professor in 1974, Potuto was named to the Larson 
professorship in 1988 and has been a faculty member at NU's Center of 
Children, Family and the Law since 1987. She has been a visiting 
professor of law at the University of Arizona, Rutgers University, the 
Cardozo College of Law at New York's Yeshiva University, the University 
of Oregon, the University of North Carolina and Seton Hall University.

She also was the 
drafter for the Nebraska Supreme Court Committee to Draft Criminal 
Jury Instructions, 

Potuto earned her bachelor's degree in journalism at Rutgers’ 
Douglass College in 1967, then earned her master's degree in English 
literature at Seton Hall in 1971. She received her juris doctorate at the 
Rutgers Law College in 1974. 
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When Director of Athletics Bill Byrne 

came to the University of Nebraska in 

1992, he had a vision. His plan was to 

balance the budget, providea stable financial 

base to build successful programs into the 

next millennium, provide complete and 

integrated services for Husker student- 

athletes, improve NU's aging facilities for 

the benefit of student-athletes and fans, 

and make Nebraska the best athletic program in the nation. He has 
pursued that vision with passion. 

In Byrne's eighth year in Lincoln, Nebraska resides among the 
nation's best in all sports. The Huskers have ranked among the top |5 
in the Sears Directors’ Cup in each of the last five years with a school- 
best fourth-place showing in | 996-97 and a sixth-place finish in 1999- 
2000. 

Improving facilities to pave the way to success has been a priority. 
Facility upgrades were not only needed to recruit the nation's top 
athletes, but to provide improved fan amenities and fan safety. The 
1999 season unveiled NU's biggest project yet, the $36 million 
Memorial Stadium Improvement Project, which includes much more 
than just 42 skyboxes and a press facility, Most impressively, the 
project provides a sound financial base for the future. Memorial 
Stadium improvements began with the addition of two HuskerVision 
replay boardsin |994, allowing Nebraska to become the first collegiate- 
owned venue to feature replay boards for its fans. Memorial Stadium 
was renovated to include an expanded training room, improved locker 
rooms, a new public address system, expanded restrooms, improved 
concession areas and improved seating for disabled fans. Complete 
waterproofing and concrete repair will continue throughout the 
stadium into the next decade. 

Facility updates do not end with the football program. The University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, the City of Lincoln and Lincoln Professional 
Baseball broke ground on a new $32 million baseball/softball complex 
in April. Byrne led fund-raising efforts for the complex, which will 
house the NU baseball and softball teams as well as a new Northern 
League franchise. Opening in the spring of 2001, the baseball stadium 
will boast a capacity of 6,000 and will feature 16 skybox suites. The 
softball stadium, opening during the fall of 2001, will have a capacity of

The Bob Devaney Sports Center received more than $8 million in 
improvements, including the addition of HuskerVision screens. The 
project also included improved fan amenities, better seating for 
disabled fans and a complete upper concourse renovation with a Hall 
of Honor, Husker Timeline and other exhibits commemorating a 
century of NU athletics. Other improvements to Devaney under 
Byrne's watch include anew locker room for women's staff,a new roof 
over the pool area, remodeling of the central concessions area, a new 
weight room, new women's basketball locker room and a passenger 
elevator, 

The track and field program benefited from the $2.3 million Ed Weir 
Outdoor Track Project completed before the 2000 outdoor season. 
Track and field also received a $2.9 million indoor track renovation at

Softball Complex received a new press box and exit plaza. The NU 
Coliseum received a new volleyball ready room, and new infield turf 
was installed at Buck Beltzer Baseball Stadium. 

Over the past five years, the Athletic Ticket Office relocated to the 
Stadium Drive Parking Garage, along with the Huskers Authentic retail 
store, and the Athletic Marketing and Development offices moved to 
the South Stadium Office Building. Improvements and reorganization 
of the offices within the athletic department have helped make 
Nebraska more user-friendly and better utilizes Byrne's plan of "one- 
stop shopping” for fans and student-athletes. He also reorganized 
Nebraska's fund-raising efforts and started an integrated marketing 
and licensing program. which quickly took its place among the top five 
revenue-generating programs in the country. 

Byrne orchestrated these improvements while 
balancing the budget. NU had a $2.5 million deficit 
when Byrne arrived in 1992. While operating on a 
$39 million budget, the deficit is gone and the athletic 
program now provides more than $40 million in 
economic impact to the Lincoln community each 

ear.

Husker Alhielics Under Byrne's Leadership 


Since Bill Byrne took over as Nebraska's Director of Athletics in January of 
1993, the Husker Athletic Department has undergone widespread change and 
several major facility improvements and additions. Below are a few highlights 
of Byrne's tenure at Nebraska. 


Facility Improvements/Renovations 

V Memorial Stadium Improvements--expanded training room, new locker 
rooms, expanded restrooms, improved concession areas and disabled seating, 
a new media facility, HuskerVision instant replay boards, a new public address 
system and the addition of 42 skyboxes. 

UV Bob Devaney Sports Center Improvements--for 1999-2000 season, the 
addition of two HuskerVision replay boards, new sound and lighting systems, 
Hall of Honor and other concourse improvements. 

Construction of a new baseball/softball complex in conjunction with the 
City of Lincoln and a private donor and a new outdoor track for the 2000 
season and plans for a new indoor track facility at the Bob Devaney Sports 
Center. 


Sports Additions 

Nebraska offers a Big 12-leading 24 sports, including women's soccer, 
women's bowling and women's rifle, all of which have been added by Byrne. The 
bowling team won the national championship in 1999, the rifle team finished third 
at the NCAA Championships, and the Husker soccer team has played in the last 
four NCAA Tournaments.

VY Byrne is responsible for 10 coaching hires as Nebraska's Director of 
Athletics. Those coaches have already accounted fora national championship, 
12 conference titles, 15 NCAA appearances and a bow! game victory.

to a Big 12 title and No. 2 final ranking in 1999); Karen Anthony for 
women's rifle in 1998 (finished third at NCAA Championships in 
program's second season); John Cook for volleyball in 1999 (first 
season in 2000); Barry Collier for men's basketball in 2000 (first season 
in 2000-01); and Mark Manning for wrestling in 2000 (first season in 
2000-01). 

During Byrne's tenure in Lincoln, Nebraska became only the second 
school in NCAA history to win three national football titles in a four- 
year span. NU has produced six national championships (women's 
bowling, volleyball, men's gymnastics and three football) 53 regular- 
season league titles, and 10 conference tournament titles under 
Byrne's leadership. He has helped increase Nebraska's conference- 
leading athletic program to 24 sports with the additions of women's 
soccer (1994), women's bowling (1997-98) and women's rifle (1998- 
99) and has been a strong supporter of complying with Title IX without 
hurting Nebraska's century-old men's programs. In the past six years, 
Byrne has promoted three women to senior administrative positions. 
In fact, Nebraska is the only school in the nation with a woman in charge 
of football operations and one of just a handful of Division | football 
schools to have a woman directing its Sports Information department. 

Byrne has continued to make great strides in helping Nebraska 
improve its rank among the nation's elite, even though the Huskers 
entered the powerful Big 12 Conference in 1996. During the 1999- 
2000 season, Nebraska: 

U finished in the top 20 nationally in 16 sports (football, volleyball, 
soccer, baseball, bowling, women's cross country, women's golf, men's 
gymnastics, women's gymnastics, women's indoor and outdoor track, 
rifle, men's and women's swimming, wrestling and softball). 

V recorded its fifth consecutive top-|5 finish in the Sears Directors’ 
Cup standings with a sixth-place showing in Division |. 

won seven regular-season Big 12 championships (football, 
soccer, volleyball men's indoor and outdoor track and women's indoor 


and outdoor track) and three Big 12 tournament championships 
(baseball, soccer, and softball). 

Byrne has worked tirelessly to establish close ties with the NU 
community and has canvassed the state visiting with boosters to learn 
the needs of all Husker fans. In conjunction with the rest of the NU 
administration, Byrne arranged to use the Husker football and basketball 
networks to promote causes and concerns important to the university 
community, including the institution's increased role in research. 

Byrne was hired to replace legendary coach and athletic director 
Bob Devaney on June 26, 1992, becoming the | 1th Nebraska Director 
of Athletics after [0 successful years at the University of Oregon. 
Highly respected among his peers, Byrne was named the Central 
Region NACDA/Continental Athletic Director of the Year along with 
being recognized by the American Football Coaches Association in 
1999. Byrne was vice-president and secretary-treasurer of the College 
Football Association and has served on the NCAA Special Committee 
on Marketing and Licensing and the Committee on Special Events. 

Byrne is recognized as a national leader in collegiate athletics and 
continues to make an aggressive effort to place conference officials on 
key NCAA committees to represent Big 12 institutions. In 1999, he 
served as the chairman of the Big 12 Conference Board of Athletic 
Directors and has had an active voice in conference planning. 

Before coming to Nebraska, Byrne became one of the youngest 
directors of athletics in Division |, assuming the top job at Oregon in 
May 1984. He established fund-raising offices in Portland and southern 
Oregon and set up a full-time marketing and promotions operation, 
which blossomed to encompass the Oregon Sports Network for 
statewide in-house production of Ducks games on radio and television. 
Byrne led the $19 million fund drive that resulted in new homes for 
Oregon's football team and athletic offices. He was responsible for the 
construction of a new press box, sky suites and total renovation of 
Autzen Stadium in 1991. Two years later, the facility's Hall of Champions 
was dedicated in Byrne's honor. 

Byrne served as president of the National Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics (NACDA) in 1991-92, and is currently in his 
eighth year on the NACDA Executive Committee. He was also 
chairman of the Pac-|0 Conference Executive Committee and was the 
National Athletic Fundraisers Association National Fundraiser of the 
Year. === "

In addition to her responsi- 
bilities with compliance for the entire ath- 
letic program, Hibner has also coordi- 
nated and directed special events, includ- 
ing Big 12 Conference and NCAA Cham- 

pionship events in basketball, gymnastics, softball, volleyball, soccer and 
swimming. 

Hibner supervises the publication of the student-athlete handbook 
and was the senior editor of the letterwinners directory, "107 Years of 
Letterwinners at Nebraska," in 1997. Hibner was also a driving force in 
the creation of the University of Nebraska's mascot, “Lil' Red” in 1994. 

Hibner is an active member of the NCAA Committee on Athletics 
Certification as a peer reviewer. She served a five-year term as a peer 
reviewer beginning in 1994. She also completed her service as the 
chairwoman of the Big |2 Conference Board of Senior Woman Admin- 
istrators in September of 1999. 

She was chosen as the National Association of Collegiate Women 
Athletic Administrators District VIl Administrator of the Year in 1997, 
The National Association of Collegiate Gymnastics Coaches for Women 
named Hibner the 1998-99 Region Three Administrator of the Year. 
Hibner, who received the YWCA Tribute to Women award in 1994, 
was honored in April of 2000 with the NU Athletic Department's first 
annual award for outstanding contribution to women's athletics. 

Hibner joined the NU staff in 1978 as the assistant women's athletic 
director with responsibility for day-to-day operations, compliance and 
development of the first staff policy and procedures manual for the 
women's athletic department.

National Association of Athletics Compliance Coordinators. 

She is also a member of the American Association of University 
Women, the National Softball Coaches Association, the Women's 
Basketball Coaches Association and the American Volleyball Coaches 
Association. Hibner was also a member of the NCAA Women's 
Committee on Committees from 1989 to 1991. 

Hibner is currently the chairwoman of the NCAA Division | Midwest 
Softball Advisory Committee. She is a past chairwoman of the NCAA 
Division | Softball Committee and a current member of the group. 
Hibner served on the Board of Directors of the University of Nebraska 
Federal Credit Union for six years, and is a past president of the 
University of Nebraska Association for Administrative Development.

After starting its fifth full academic year of competition in 21 sports 
in August, 2000, the Big 12 Conference continues to leave a legacy and 
maintain a leadership role in academics, student life, governance, 
competition, sportsmanship and compliance areas within the NCAA 
framework. 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the integration of academic 
and athletic endeavors, Baylor, Colorado, lowa State, Kansas, Kansas State, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas A&M and 
Texas Tech combined forces on Feb. 25, 1994, and forged the Big 12 
Conference, one of the most powerful alliances in NCAA Division | 
competition to date, 

Individually, member schools have long been respected for successes 
both in its classrooms and its stadiums. In all, conference institutions 
have received numerous accolades for the quality of academic resources, 
programs and services offered to students. Athletically, Big 12 teams 
have accounted for 162 national team championships—|l46 NCAA 
and 16 wire service football titles—through Oct. 15, 2000, while its 
student-athletes have claimed more than 800 NCAA crowns entering 
the 2000-0] academic year. The conference also has enjoyed success in 
the placement of the 1999 Dr Pepper Football Championship Game in 
San Antonio, Texas, the 2000 Phillips 66 men’s and women’s basketball 
tournaments in Kansas City, Mo., and the 2000 Phillips 66 baseball 
postseason tournament in Oklahoma City, Okla. 

The formation of the Big 12 represented an undertaking by school 
chief executive officers to combine resources to achieve even higher 
levels of performance heading into the 2!st Century. Institution 
chancellors and presidents serve as the chief policy makers of the 
Conference, operating as the Board of Directors.Administration of the 
circuit occurs through the Council of Faculty Athletics Representatives, 
Board of Athletics Directors and Board of Senior Woman Administrators. 

Steven J. Hatchell became the conference's first commissioner on 
March 26, 1995. Dave Martin,Associate Athletic Director at Oklahoma 
State, replaced Hatchell on May 9, 1998, and kept the conference ona 
solid path of devotion to student-athleticism,a prominent role in national 
collegiate governance and fiscal responsibility, Kevin Weiberg was named 
as the second fulltime Commissioner of the Big |2 Conference on Oct, 
8, 1998, and officially began his tenure on Dec. 4, 1998, Weiberg has 
made solid strides in the areas of conference governance, television 
negotiations and contracts, emphasis on sportsmanship, championship 
sites, and national collegiate athletics’ policy making since taking the 
post. 

The Big 12 took an initial bold step in its community service programs 
in May 1996, by adopting Special Olympics as a primary philanthropy. 
Other charitable and community service organizations such as the Lou 
Groza National Collegiate Place Kicker Award, NCAA YES Program 
and Best Buddies, to name a few, have the sponsorship of the conference. 

Individual member-institutions have provided facilities for local, regional 
and national Special Olympics competition for years, but under the Big 
12 blanket, Special Olympians, their coaches and their fans have the 
opportunity to interact as recipients of clinics and other cooperative 
efforts in conjunction with Big 12 events. Although Special Olympics’ 
groups have made use of conference facilities and clinics, Big 12 student- 
athletes, officials and fans gain almost as much if not more from this 
partnership. 

Another innovative venture of the Big 12 is the development of the 
Life Skills Program and Academic Services, which seeks to enhance the 
“total person” concept both on and off the field. Programs such as the 
Student-Athlete Advisory Committee, Special Olympics, NCAA Youth 
Neighborhood Sports, and the NCAA YES program of clinics and stay- 
in-school messages to youngsters are just a few of the life skills areas 
promoted by the Big | 2.Student-athletes play an active role in community 
endeavors such as hospital visits, youth school programs, enhance/ 
eligibility information and anti-violence campaigns, all promoted through 
local appearances and public service announcements aired during Big

12 contests. Activities such as these have helped the Big 12 raise the 
standard of excellence throughout the NCAA. 

Exposure is key in any endeavor of this magnitude, and the Big | 2 has 
one of the most comprehensive regional and national telecast agreements 
in the country.ABC and FOX Sports Net combine to produce nearly 40 
football games annually in syndicated, regional, national and prime time 
windows. 

The Conference dominates network television annually on the Friday 
after Thanksgiving with back-to-back national grid telecasts of Texas- 
Texas A&M and Colorado-Nebraska as well as Oklahoma-Oklahoma 
State on the following Saturday in both 1999 and 2000. 

ESPN and ESPN Regional provide regional over-the-air syndication, 
national cable and national network coverage of up to 90 men’s basketball 
games per season as well as selected women’s basketball special contests. 
The Big 12 is a mainstay in the ESPN lineup with the highest rated 
college basketball slot on "Big Monday,” In addition to the highly successful 
syndicated package within the seven-state Conference region, ESPN 
Regional markets 10 games annually to CBS and ABC for the Big 12. All

cable basis,and FOX Sports Net boasts one of the finest weekly collegiate 
programs in the 40-installment "Big |2 Showcase.” 

Four Big |2 schools, lowa State, Missouri, Nebraska, and Oklahoma, 
compete in women’s gymnastics. The 2001 Championships will take place 
at the Lloyd Noble Center in Norman, Okla., on March 24, 2000.

Outlook: The 2000 season was a difficult one for Bree Dority 
O'Callaghan. The sophomore from Kearney was just days away 
from starting the year in the Husker all-around lineup when a knee 
injury forced her to the sideline. Originally thought to be a sprain 
that would keep her out of the lineup for two to three weeks, 
Dority O'Callaghan competed just once before applying for a medical 
hardship, watching the Huskers reach the Super Six Finals in her 
absence. 

The coaching staff estimates that Dority O'Callaghan is about 90- 
95 percent recovered from the injury. Although she will not compete 
on vault this season, Dority O'Callaghan will be a major factor on 
the other three events. One of NU's top uneven bars performers 
before her injury, she was able to train on the event throughout the year, and will join sophomore 
Julie Houk at the top of the Husker lineup this year. Expect Dority O'Callaghan, who tied a 
freshman school record on floor exercise in 1999, to bolster a strong floor exercise lineup and 
contend for a spot on the Husker beam team. 

“It’s great to have Bree back at close to 
100 percent this season," Coach Dan Kendig 
said, “She was one of our best bar workers 
before her injury and her return will make 
that one of our strongest events this season. 
She has worked hard through the summer 
and fall, and is better than she was before her 
injury.” 

2000: Dority missed most of the season 
and received a medical hardship. She suffered 
a left knee injury (strain in retinaculum 
patellar tendon) in late December during 
training, forcing her to miss the Huskers’ first 
three meets. She returned to the NU lineup 
on the uneven bars against Missouri, scoring 
a 9,275, but did not compete again, undergoing 
knee surgery on Feb. |1, which ended her 
2000 campaign...earned NACGC Scholastic 
All-America honors for the second time in 
her career. 

1999: Dority made an instant impact in 
the Husker lineup, capturing Big 12 
Newcomer-of-the-Year honors...was a 
fixture in the all-around lineup during the 
postseason, scoring a season high of 39.175 
during the NCAA team competition to finish 17th overall, barely missing All-America 
honors...scored 9.80 or better on three events at the NCAA preliminaries...tied or set career 
bests on vault (9.80) and floor exercise (9.875) at the Region 3 Championships in Lincoln...her 
floor exercise score of 9.875 tied Courtney Brown's school freshman record (since 
broken)...placed | Oth in the all-around with a score of 38.95 at the Big 12 Championships, one of 
six appearances in the all-around lineup...finished the regular season ranked sixth in the Big 12 
on uneven bars, as she scored 9.80 or better on eight of her 13 routines.,.won her only event 
title of the season with a score of 9.90 on uneven bars against Oregon State and BYU...competed 
on vault in every meet, scoring 9.70 or better in six of the last nine performances...was one of 
only two conference gymnasts to post a perfect 4.0 grade-point average, as she earned academic 
All-Big 12 honors...also earned NACGC Scholastic All-America honors. 

Prior: Competed for the Kearney School of Gymnastics under Coach Tracy Moser...a four- 
time Junior Olympic National competitor, Dority finished |! 6th in the all-around at the 1998

Outlook: No Husker enjoyed as much of a meteortic rise to 
stardom as Laura Goss did during the 2000 season. After a freshman 
season where she was a seldom-used reserve on NU's Super Six 
Finals team, Goss became one of the country’s top vaulters and 
earned a spot in the lineup on balance beam and floor exercise last 
season. Goss served notice at the Big 12 Championships with a 
second-place finish on vault and a third-place finish on balance beam. 
That performance catapulted her through a strong postseason run, 
scoring 9.825 or better on 10 of her last 11 routines, including 
scores of 9.85 on all three events at the Super Six Finals. Although 
she will be limited to training on three events because of a shoulder 
injury, Coach Dan Kendig believes that Goss’ successful postseason 
run has given her confidence that has extended into this fall. 

“The experience and confidence she gained last season is going 
to pay dividends now,” Kendig said. “Laura realized that as successful as she was last year, she 
knows she can be better and that drives her. | think she can be similar to former All-American 

Courtney Brown and go out and give us three 
solid routines every meet.” 
2000: After playing a limited role in 1999, 
Laura Goss became an integral part of the 
Husker lineup as a sophomore...enjoyed a 
breakthrough meet at the NCAA 
Championships, scoring 9.825 or higher on all 
six of her routines during the two days of team 
competition...scored 9.85 on all three events 
(vault, balance beam and floor exercise) at the 
Super Six Finals...tied for sixth place on both 
vault (9.85) and balance beam (9.825) at the 
Region 3 Championships...also filled in for Jen 
French on floor exercise, scoring a 9.775 to 
finish |4th in her first floor routine since Feb.

Outlook: For Julie Houk, the 2000 season was one for the record 
books. The Hamilton, Ohio, native became just the third Husker 
freshman in school history to earn All-America honors, while also 
becoming just the third NU freshman gymnast under Coach Dan 
Kendig to win a conference title, tying for first on uneven bars at the 
Big 12 Championships. Houk was one of the nation's top performers 
on uneven bars, as her No. 3 ranking at the end of the regular season 
was the best on any event by a freshman in the nation. Houk also was a strong performer on floor 
exercise, tying NU’s freshman record on floor exercise in her first routine of the season. The 
coaching staff believes that her success last season will carry over into this year. 

“Julie has a lot of motivation coming into the season,” Kendig said.“ She was a second-team Alll- 
American on uneven bars last year and was a step on her dismount away from being a first teamer. 
We will have a lot of great routines in our uneven bars lineup, but hers stands out. It is a big 
routine with difficult skills throughout. She takes a lot of pride in her routines, and it was a credit 

to her to be the anchor of our bars 
lineup as a freshman. This fall, we have 
worked on upgrading her routines on 
the other events. She has a new vault 
and is working on some different 
tumbling passes on floor.” 

2000: Houk emerged as one of the 
nation’s top uneven bars performers in 
her first season at Nebraska, becoming 
one of only three Husker gymnasts (also 
AJ. Lamb) to earn All-America honors 
as a freshman...earned second-team All- 
America honors on uneven bars with a 
9.80 during preliminaries before scoring 
a 9.925 on bars at the Super Six 
Finals...scored 9.85 on both of her floor 
exercise routines at the NCAA 
Championships...ranked third in the 
country during the regular season on the 
uneven bars with a Regional Qualifying 
Score (RQS) of 9.92 and was one of only 
two freshmen ranked in the top five 
nationally on any event (also West 
Virginia's TeShawne Jackson, who tied for

Region 3 on uneven bars...had a streak of five straight uneven bars titles snapped at regionals 
where she finished second to Heather Brink with a career-best score of 9.95...finished in a four- 
way tie for the Big 12 Championship on the event with a 9.925, one of eight scores of 9.90 or 
better during the 2000 season...became only the third Nebraska freshman to win a conference 
title under Coach Dan Kendig, joining former Husker All-Americans Shelly Bartlett (balance 
beam, 1994) and Heather Brink (uneven bars, 1997)...earned All-Big 12 honors on uneven 
bars...won a team-best six uneven bars events during the season...tied NU’s school record on 
the event with a 9.95 at the Masters Classic and later tied the mark against lowa before Brink's 
score of 9.975 at regionals...became one of NU's top members of the NU floor exercise lineup, 
scoring a 9.85 or better in seven of her 13 routines...tied NU’s freshman record on floor 
exercise with a 9.875 against Missouri (later broken by A.J. Lamb) in her first appearance in the 
lineup...finished second on floor against lowa State with a career best of 9.90...made her lone 
beam appearance against Oklahoma, where she scored a 9.65 to clinch the Huskers’ win over the 
Sooners...hit 26-of-30 routines during the season (87 percent).

Lorenzen at Cincinnati Gymnastics Academy...was the 1999 Junior Olympic national champion

Outlook: One of the most heralded gymnasts to ever enter the 
Husker program,A,]. Lamb handled all the expectations in turning in 
one of the finest seasons in the program's 25-year history. The Big 
12 Co-Newcomer of the Year, Lamb became only the third Husker 
to earn All-America honors as a freshman, placing ninth on floor 
exercise at the NCAA Championships. Lamb set NU freshman 
records on three events (all-around, balance beam and floor 
exercise) last season and was one of the nation’s top all-arounders. 

With a year of experience under her belt, Lamb's combination of 
grace, power and flair makes the sophomore from Lincoln one of the nation’s top all-around performers. 
Lamb will anchor the Husker floor exercise lineup after ranking 14th nationally last year on the event, 
and could contend for conference and national honors on all four events this year. 

“A.J is the real deal,” Coach Dan Kendig said.““Her work ethic is impeccable. She comes in on 
off days, and she spent all summer working to improve. She is not afraid to put in the work to 
make herself better and takes pride in everything she does. She has really upgraded on all four 
events and has a new vault this year. She has been around gymnastics for most of her life,and she 
takes a lot of pride in being a Husker and having people look up to her.”

With a roster that is 10 or | |- 
deep on most events, Ringo may not be needed in the all-around 
lineup as much this season, but expect her to compete on several 
events this season. 

“In a lot of ways, Amy has the total package,” Coach Dan Kendig 
said.“She has incredible dance skills and can really sell a routine. It may 
not look like she has a lot of power, but she is able to perform some 
of the most powerful routines on the team.We didn't have a lot of 
depth last year, but Amy took advantage of the situation and had an 
outstanding year. She may not be in the all-around every meet, but we 
are counting on her for an outstanding season.”

Outlook: One of the most versatile gymnasts on the Husker 
roster, sophomore Jess Wertz was a regular on both uneven bars 
and floor exercise as a true freshman for Nebraska. She also served 
as the top backup on vault and balance beam, often filling in at the 
last minute with little warm-up time. Her team-first attitude was 
vital as the Huskers reached the Super Six Finals. Although she was 
slowed by foot injuries early in the fall, the coaching staff is pleased 
with the way Wertz has stayed in top condition. She will be a regular 
on uneven bars and floor exercise, and is making a serious bid to 
earn a lineup spot on the other two events.

to a Big |2 Championship and a sixth-place finish at nationals. 

The Huskers were handed another setback in late December when 
Bree Dority suffered a knee injury. The Big 12 Freshman of the Year 
in 1999, Dority would compete only once before having knee surgery 
and taking a medical redshirt season. With the loss of Dority, the 
Huskers were down to nine gymnasts, including just four who had 
competed in 1999, 

It didn't take long to find answers as the Huskers, who were ranked 
sixth in the preseason, began the 2000 campaign at the Super Six 
Challenge in Athens, Ga. In a star-studded field that included five of the 
top six teams in the preseason poll anda sellout crowd of almost | 0,000, 
the Huskers finished fourth ahead of UCLA and Florida, 

The Huskers were led by freshman A.J. Lamb, who finished fifth in 
the all-around with a score of 38.90, the second-best freshman debut in 
school history. While the freshmen received their first dose of collegiate 
competition, sophomore Laura Goss enjoyeda successful homecoming. 
Performing in front of almost 50 family and friends who made the hour 
drive from her hometown of Austell, Ga., Goss tied for first on balance 
beam with a 9.875 and set career bests in two other events. 

While the emergence of Lamb provided many of the highlights during 
the first meet, the marked improvement of Goss and junior Amy Ringo 
gave Kendig more options. Ringo had improved enough to earn a place 
in the all-around lineup, while Goss, who did not compete in the 
postseason in |999, was in the lineup in three events and was NU's top 
reserve on the fourth. 

The Huskers traveled to lowa State for the first meeting of the season 
with the up-and-coming Cyclones. NU did not count a fall in posting a 
score of 195.65 to easily top ISU’s total of 194.475, After a subpar first 
meet, Brink turned in a 39,375 in the all-around, taking first on both vault 
(9.925) and uneven bars (9.85). All three all-arounders scored 39 or 
better, as Ringo (39.125) and Lamb (39.075) placed second and third, 
respectively. The performance moved the Huskers to No. 3 nationally, 
the best NCAA ranking in the program’s history. 

The final stop on NU's three-week roadtrip was in Bermuda, as the 
Huskers competed in the Bermuda Triangle Challenge. With senior 
Nicole Wilkinson battling the flu, the Huskers were down to eight 
gymnasts and were forced to shuffle the lineup, as freshman Jess Wertz 
and Goss made their collegiate all-around debuts. The pair performed 
admirably under the circumstances with Wertz placing second (38.80) 
and Goss tying for third (38.70) with Ringo. In all, five different Huskers 
won or shared event titles, including Julie Houk, who placed first on 
uneven bars with a 9.90 and Lamb, who took first on floor with a 9.875, 
as the Huskers easily placed first. 

Closing out the month of January, the Huskers finally returned to the 
confines of the Bob Devaney Sports Center to take on Missouri and 
former NU assistant Rob Drass. NU received an outstanding performance 
from freshman A.J, Lamb, who won four events and finished with a 
Husker freshman record of 39.425, the fifth-best score in school history, 
in her home debut, as the Huskers improved to 8-3 on the season. 

The Huskers returned to the road for a pair of meets to start the 
month of February. Against Oklahoma, the Huskers trailed after two 
rotations, but regained the lead on floor exercise and sealed the win, 
hitting all six routines on balance beam. Wilkinson clinched the win with 
a 9.90 on balance beam, as the Huskers handed the | Sth-ranked Sooners 
their first loss of the season. The Huskers improved to | 2-3 on the year, 
taking first at a quadrangular meet at Kentucky on Feb. ||, with a score

of 195.10. Brink picked up her third all-around title of the year with a 
score of 39.425, winning her fifth straight title on vault, scoring a 9.90, 
while tying for second on floor exercise (9.875) and placing third on 
uneven bars (9.85). Freshman Jen French turned in her best performance 
of the season, setting season bests on all three events in which she 
competed, including second-place finishes on floor (9.875) and balance 
beam (9.85). Ringo and Houk also earned first-place honors as the 
Huskers gained some momentum heading into a showdown with No. 
9 lowa State. 

In the 25 years of Nebraska women's gymnastics, no athlete had ever 
received a perfect 10 until Feb. 15, 2000, when Brink's perfect vault 
propelled the Huskers to a 196.60-192.25 rout of lowa State. Brink, 
whose first vault of 9.975 was the best score ever on any event by a 
Husker gymnast, made history with her second vault en route to tying 
or setting season highs on all four events in winning the all-around with 
a school and Big 12 record of 39.675. Lamb, who returned to the all- 
around lineup for the first time since spraining her ankle on Feb. 4, 
finished second with a 38.70, including a first-place tie on floor exercise 
(9.925) and a runner-up finish on balance beam (9.85). In all, | | season 
or career bests were set, as Nebraska led by almost two points after one 
rotation and extended its lead throughout the competition. 

The Huskers were looking to extend their winning streak to seven 
meets in a row as Nebraska traveled to Florida for the SunTrust 
Invitational. Needing an almost perfect effort to down the Gators in 
Gainesville, the Huskers hit all 24 routines for the first time since the 
1997 NCAA preliminaries, finishing first with a score of 196.275, topping 
Florida's score of 196.025. The Huskers, who scored 49 or better on 
all four events for only the second time in school history, were led by 
the all-around trio of Brink, Ringo and A.J. Lamb, who all scored 39.20 
or better. Brink finished second to Florida’s Chrissy Van Fleet with a 
39.475, while Lamb and Ringo tied for third with a score of 39.20. After 
counting a fall on beam in the two previous meets, the Huskers were 
a perfect 6-of-6 at Florida, capping the evening with a 9.85 by Wilkinson 
to place third. The win at Gainesville ended a hectic stretch where the 
Huskers had three meets in three different states in eight days. 

Every season, the highlight of the home schedule is the Masters 
Classic, and Nebraska came into the meet ona roll with a 16-3 record 
and a six-meet winning streak. Performing against a live state-wide 
television audience and against a field headed by NCAA qualifier West 
Virginia, the Huskers broke the school record with a score of 196.775 
to win their eighth straight meet. Brink won her fifth all-around of the 
season, setting a Masters Classic record of 39.575, including first-place 
finishes on vault (9.90) and floor exercise (9.925). Brink's all-around 
total eclipsed former NU All-American Shelly Bartlett's score of 39.425

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setin 1997. The senior led a sweep in the all-around, as Ringo finished 
second with a career best of 39.225, while Wertz placed third, topping 
the 39 mark for the first time in her career with a score of 39.075. Houk 
also etched her name into the school record books, winning the uneven 
bars with a school record-tying score of 9.95. 

The Huskers entered March with a No. 5 national ranking and a 19- 
3 record, including 17-0 since the season opener, but the month would 
provide Nebraska with several challenges, starting with a trip to Oregon 
State for the Shanico Inn-vitational with the No. 24 Beavers and | Oth- 
ranked BYU. The Huskers broke the school record for the second time 
in six days with a 196.80, but OSU used a 49.575 on floor exercise to top 
Nebraska with a score of 196.975, handing the Huskers their first loss 
since early January. In a losing effort, the Huskers received a spectacular 
performance from Brink, who won her sixth all-around of the season 
with a 39.55, including a school-record tying 9.95 on floor exercise. 

Returning home, the Huskers celebrated the program's 25th 
anniversary against neighboring lowa. Many former Husker gymnasts 
returned to watch NU set a school record for the third straight meet 
with a score of 196.875 to easily defeat the Hawkeyes. Brink won her 
seventh all-around of the season with a score of 39.50, as the Huskers 
swept the four event titles. Houk tied NU's uneven bars record for the 
second time with a 9.95, while Wilkinson (beam) and Lamb (floor) also 
captured event titles. In addition, Ringo placed second in the all-around 
with a career-best score of 39.25, while also tying for second on floor 
with a 9.875. The next evening, the Huskers would close out the home 
schedule witha | 96.775-194.325 victory over Brigham Young. In her final 
competition at the Bob Devaney Sports Center, Brink closed out her 
career with her second 10 of the season on vault, while Wilkinson, 
whose parents traveled to Lincoln from London, Ontario, for her final 
home meet, placed first on beam with a 9.85. Brink, Wilkinson and fellow 
senior Arica Lamb finished their home careers with a perfect 19-0 
home record. Ringo captured the all-around title for the first time in her 
career with a 39.225, tying career bests on floor exercise (9.90) and 
uneven bars (9.825), helping the Huskers improve to 23-4 entering the 
Big 12 Championships.

Since Dan Kendig took the reins of the Husker program in 1994, 
Nebraska has enjoyed nothing but success at the conference level, 
winning the Big Eight/12 title every year. The Huskers entered the meet 
as the favorite, but expected stern challenges from eighth-ranked lowa 
State and |Oth-ranked Oklahoma, giving the Huskers little room for 
error. After a strong start on vault, the Huskers struggled on uneven 
bars, counting a 9.475 and falling behind the host Cyclones. The Huskers 
trailed by .375 after three rotations, but charged back with a 49.475 on 
floor exercise, the second-best score in school history, on the final 
rotation. Five Husker gymnasts scored 9.875 or better, including Lamb, 
who tied for third with a 9.90 and Brink, who won her second straight 
Big 12 floor exercise title with a 9.95. But, the rally was not enough as 
ISU captured its first conference title since 1977, winning by the smallest 
margin in the meet’s history, 196.775-196.75. 

Despite taking second, Brink won a pair of conference titles, as she 
took first on vault with a 9.975, while Houk became the first NU freshman 
since 1997 to win a Big 12 title, tying for first on uneven bars witha 9.925. 
The Huskers swept the conference honors, as Brink was chosen as the 
conference gymnast of the year, Lamb shared Big !2 Newcomer-of-the- 
Year honors with ISU’s Betsy Hamm, and Kendig was tabbed the 
conference coach of the year for the sixth time in seven seasons. In all, 
five Huskers, Brink, Houk, Wilkinson, Goss and A.J. Lamb earned All- 
Big 12 honors. Wilkinson tied for third on beam with a 9.85, while Goss 
earned honors with a runner-up finish on vault (9.90) and tied for third 
on beam with a 9.85. Lamb tied for fourth on vault with a 9.85 and tied 
for third on floor exercise with a 9.90, earning all-conference honors 
in both events. 

Following the disappointing second-place finish at the Big 12 
Championships, the Huskers found some solace two days later when 
they learned of their regional fate. Nebraska was the top seed at the 
Region 3 Championships in Tucson, Ariz., and would be in the same 
region as No. 7 LSU, No. I7 Arizona State, Arizona, Missouri and Illinois- 
Chicago. The Huskers set their next goal of becoming the first NU team 
since 1983 to win a regional title. 

Starting on beam, the Huskers put one of their best efforts of the

season together, scoring 49 or better on all four events for the fifth time 
in 2000 en route to their third regional title in school history. After 
starting with a 49.0 on beam, the Huskers regained the lead halfway 
through the meet and continued to expand the lead throughout the 
competition. Brink's third 10 of the season on vault propelled the 
Huskers to a sizable lead entering the final rotation. Facing the event that 
ended the Huskers’ Big 12 streak two weeks earlier, NU punched its 
ticket to nationals with a school record of 49.475 on uneven bars. A 9.90 
from Lamb set the stage for Brink, who set her second school record 
of the evening with a 9.975 on uneven bars, and Houk, who tied her 
career best with a 9.95. 

When the dust had settled, the Huskers tied their school record with 
a | 96.875, topping LSU by almosta pointanda half. The Region 3 Gymnast 
of the Year, Brink won the all-around with a school and Big 12 record 
of 39.70, winning titles on vault and uneven bars in addition to the all- 
around, Lamb was second with a 39.375, while Ringo placed fifth with 
a 39.125. Kendig was chosen as regional coach of the year, while assistant 
coach Rhonda Faehn shared regional assistant coach-of-the-year honors. 
The Huskers’ total of 196.875, their sixth straight score of 196.75 or 
higher, gave them the No, 3 seed entering the NCAA Championships in 
Boise, Idaho. 

Throughout the season, the theme, “Succeeding Takes Believing” had 
become a motto for the Huskers, helping an inexperienced team reach 
heights rarely seen during the program's first quarter century. The 
theme was put to the test during the team’s preliminary session, as the 
Huskers were seeking their third NCAA Super Six appearance in the past 
four seasons. 

The Huskers had entered the competition as the No. 3 seed, but faced 
a difficult road to the Super Six. Michigan, which ended the regular season 
as the No. | team in the nation, No. 2 UCLA, Big |2 champion lowa State, 
Penn State and West Virginia rounded out the Huskers’ session as only 
the top three teams advanced to the Super Six. After opening witha solid 
performance on vault, the Huskers ran into serious problems on uneven 
bars and were forced to count a fall, but strong performances by Brink 


(9.9) and Houk (9.8) kept the Huskers within striking distance of the 
leaders. After two events, the Huskers were mired in fifth place, just .10 
ahead of West Virginia, which was in last place, but also less than a .10 
out of third place heading to balance beam. The pressure was on Brink, 
NU's leadoff performer on beam, but she handled the situation, scoring 
a 9,85 to give the Huskers a strong start. Lamb, making her first 
appearance in the NU beam lineup since early March, and Goss followed 
Brink’s start with identical scores of 9.825, The Huskers hit their first 
five routines before Wilkinson closed the beam set with a 9.85, giving 
Nebraska a score of 49.10, the best score of the evening on beam, and 
putting the Huskers back into contention. 

Leading Penn State by .10 entering the final rotation, NU needed a 
48.775 on floor exercise to pass ISU, which had already finished the 
competition, for third place and the final spot in the Super Six. French 
opened the set with a 9.825, before Goss tied her career high with a 9.85 
and Houk also scored a 9.85 to put the Huskers in good shape. Ringo 
and Lamb put the finishing touches on the comeback with scores of 9.875 
and 9.90, respectively, to earn All-America honors and put the Huskers 
into the Super Six. 

Securely in the team finals, the focus shifted to Brink's quest for her 
first national title - the first in school history. Throughout the session, 
Brink had been trailing Michigan's Sarah Cain and UCLA's duo of Mohini 
Bhawdaj and Heidi Moneymaker, but Cain and Bhawdaj each finished with 
a 39.575, while Moneymaker totaled a 39.55, giving Brink an opportunity 
to win the all-around if she hit a near-perfect routine. Needing a 9.925 
to create a three-way tie for first, Brink was magnificent, tying her career 
best with a 9.95, equaling NU's school record and winning the title 
outright. Brink’s performance had surged the Huskers, whose team 
score on floor of 49.425 was the best of the evening, past Michigan for 
second place in the session, capping one of the finest hours in school 
history. Brink, whose fifth-place finish in 1999 was the best in school 
history, won the all-around with a score of 39.60, earning All-America 
honors on all four events and the all-around. In all, a school-record five 
Huskers earned All-America honors, including Lamb, who was a first- 
team selection on floor exercise and placed ninth on floor exercise 
during the event finals, and second-team members Wilkinson (beam), 
Ringo (floor) and Houk (uneven bars). 

With the first part of their goal accomplished, the Huskers set their 
sights on a top-three finish for the first time in school history. Under 
Kendig, the Huskers reached the Super Six Final in both 1997 and 1999, 
but early falls contributed to sixth-place showings on each occasion. This 
time, the Huskers turned in a steady performance, hitting 23-of-24 
routines to finish in fourth place with a score of 196.725. UCLA won by 
.30 over Utah, but the Utes finished .075 ahead of third-place Georgia 
and just .| S ahead of the Huskers, whose fourth-place finish equaled the 
1989 team for the best NCAA showing in school history. Brink topped 
her first-session performance with a 39.625 in the all-around while Lamb 
and Ringo also topped 39 in the all-around with scores of 39.25 and 39,15, 
respectively. 

Already the most decorated gymnast in the program's history, Brink 
won her second NCAA title the next evening, taking first on vault and 
nearly capturing the uneven bars title. On vault, Brink scored a 9.95 on 
her yurchenko back layout | 2 on her first attempt, before equaling the 
mark on her second vault, a layout tsukahara with a full twist, a vault she 
never used in competition until the event finals. Her average of 9.95 easily 
topped the field, as she became the first Husker since Michele Bryant in 
1990 to win an NCAA vault title. Her performance during the NCAAs 
and throughout the season earned her the Honda Award, presented to 
the nation’s top female collegiate gymnast. She posted seven of the top 
10 scores in school history in 2000, finishing her career with four school 
records and eight conference titles, second only to the |0 Big Eight titles 
won by former U.S. Olympian and Oklahoma standout Kelly Garrison- 
Steves in the late 1980s.

For Head Coach Dan Kendig and the Nebraska women's gymnastics 
program, academic success is as paramount as athletic accomplishments. 
With five GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-Americans and 32 NACGC 
Scholastic All-Americans since 1994, the Huskers have maintained a high 
standard of academic excellence. The academic All-America awards will 
be sponsored by Verizon, beginning with the 2000-0! season. 

In each of the past seven seasons under Coach Dan Kendig, NU has 
placed among the top 20 women's gymnastics programs in grade-point 
averages according to the National Association of Collegiate Gymnastics 
Coaches (NACGC). In 2000, five gymnasts, Bree Dority, Jennifer 
French,Arica Lamb, Jess Wertz and Nicole Wilkinson were named 
Scholastic All-Americans by the NACGC, the seventh straight year that 
three or more Husker gymnasts were honored. 

Since | 988, five Husker gymnasts, Mary Ocel,Jane Clemons, Nicole 
Duval, Joy Taylor and Kim DeHaan have earned academic All-America 
recognition. Nebraska leads the nation with |75 first-, second- and third- 
team Academic All-America honors across all sports as of December, 
2000. 

Mary Ocel was the first NU gymnast to earn Academic All-America 
honors, earning third-team honors in 1998 with a 3.9 grade-point average 
in physical education. Ocel graduated from NU in 1989 and currently 
coaches gymnastics in her native state of Minnesota. 

Jane Clemons, a Big Eight all-around champion, became the second 
Husker gymnast to be named to the academic All-America team in 1990. 
She posted a 3.663 cumulative grade-point average in elementary education 
and is now a gymnastics coach in Arizona. 

Nicole Duval earned third-team academicAll-America honors in 1993 
and 1994 before earning first-team accolades as a senior. An All-Big Eight 
performer in 1993, Duval graduated with a 3.95 grade-point average in 
biological sciences. She currently works as a clinical researcher. 

Joy Taylor, the 1996 Academic All-American Gymnast of the Year, 
graduated with a 4.0 grade-point average in biological sciences in 1996. A 
two-time academic All-America selection, Taylor was the Big Eight vault, 
balance beam and all-around champion and earned second-team All- 
America honors in both her junior and senior seasons. The first Husker 
female gymnast to earn both athletic and academic All-America honors in 
the same season, Taylor is currently in her final year of medical school. 

A first-team academicAll-American in 1996, Kim DeHaan was a three- 
time All-American who led Nebraska to its first NCAA Super Six finals 
appearance in 1997. eHaan also earned academic and athletic All-America 
honors in the same year, earning second-team All-America honors on 
uneven bars in 1996, DeHaan is enrolled at the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center where she is working toward her M.D.

Michele Bryant will forever hold one 
distinction that no other Husker female 
gymnast can claim - Nebraska's first NCAA 
gymnastics champion. 

A native of Blue Springs, Mo., Bryant 
became the first female gymnast in school 
history to win a national title, winning the 
NCAA vault championship with a score of 
9.85 at the 1990 NCAA Championships in 
Corvallis, Ore. Bryant's vault score also set 
a Nebraska school record that would not 
be broken until 1994. 

Bryant's NCAA championship capped an 
impressive Husker career that saw her earn 
three first-team All-America honors and 
four Big Eight titles. 

A four-time all-conference selection, she 
led Nebraska to a 66-21 record and four Big Eight championships during 
her collegiate career. It was the first time a gymnastics team had won 
four straight conference titles in Big Eight history. 

At the national level, the Huskers also qualified for the NCAA 
Championships all four years she competed, the only time in school 
history the Huskers have qualified for nationals in four straight years, 
while guiding the Huskers to a pair of top five finishes. As a junior, 
Bryant earned first-team 
All-America honors on 
uneven bars, as the 
Huskers finished fourth, 
their best finish in school 
history. In addition to her 
vault title, she placed sixth 
on uneven bars, becoming 
the first Husker gymnast 
to earn All-America 
honors in consecutive 
seasons, as the Huskers 
finished fifth at the 1990 
NCAA Championships. 

The first three-time All- 
America gymnast in 
school history, Bryant 
shared the Big Eight all- 
around title with fellow 
Husker Lisa McCrady in 
1989 with a score of i 
38.90, while winning the 
balance beam title as a 
junior and the vault title as a senior. She finished her career as Nebraska's 
school record holder in the all-around (39.00) and vault (9.85). 

In 2000, Bryant's contributions to Husker athletics were recognized, 
as she was selected as one of Nebraska's 25 Women of Distinction 
during the Athletic Department's 25-year celebration in April of 2000. 
Currently, Bryant lives in Greenwell Springs, La.

The 2000 season was the culmination of 
an outstanding career for gymnast Heather 
Brink. The senior from Lincoln permanently 
etched her name into the NCAA record 
books, winning two national titles at the 
NCAA Championships in Boise, Idaho, as 
the Huskers placed fourth at nationals — 
equaling their best finish in school history. 

Brink became the first Husker female to 
win an all-around national title, scoring a 
39.60 to lead the Huskers to the Super Six 
Finals for the third time in four years. 
Entering the final event, Brink was in third 
place and needed a 9.925 for a share of the 
all-around title. Brink came through with 
the finest routine of her career, scoring a 
9,95 and equaling NU’s school record to

win by .025 of a point. 

In the Super Six one night later, Brink was flawless, posting the top 
score of the evening with a 39.625, including a 9.95 on vault and a 9.925 
on uneven bars, as the Huskers recorded their best finish in || years. 
In the event finals, she won her second NCAA title, placing first on vault 
with a 9.95, while finishing second on uneven bars (9.925) and eighth on 
floor exercise (9.80). Overall, she earned five All-America citations (four 
first-team and one second-team). 

For her efforts, she : 
was selected the Honda 
Award winner, 
representing the 
nation’s top female 
collegiate gymnast. Brink 
joined softball standout 
Denise Day (1985) and 
volleyball players Karen 
Dahlgren (1987) and 
Allison Weston (1995) 
as NU's fourth Honda 
Award winner. 

The Big 12. and Region 
3 Gymnast of the Year, 
Brink posted eight of the 
top 10 all-around totals 
in school history, 
includinga school record 
of 39.70 at the NCAA 
Regional.

Givmnastics Glossary 


Aerial - a stunt in which the gymnast turns completely over in the 
air without touching the apparatus with his or her hands. 

Amplitude - the height, or degree of execution of a movement. In 
general, the higher the salto or the more breathtaking the movement, 
the better the amplitude and the score. 

Apparatus - one of the various pieces of equipment used in 
gymnastics competitions. 

Arch Position - the body is curved backwards. 

Back-in, Full-out - a double salto with a full twist (the complete 
twist performed during the second salto), 

Compulsories - predesigned routines which contain specific 
movements required of all gymnasts. 

Composition - the structure of a gymnastics routine. Each individual 
movement or skill is a building block; how they are arranged into an 
exercise is called the composition of the routine. 

Dismount - to Jeave an apparatus at the end of a routine; usually 
done with a difficult twist or salto. 

Execution - the performance of a routine. Form, style and the 
technique used to complete the skills constitute the level of execution 
of an exercise. Bent knees, poor toe pointand an arched or loosely-held 
body position are all examples of poor execution. 

Flic-Flac - also known as a flip-flop or back handspring. Take off one 
or two feet, jump backward onto hands and land on feet. This element is 
used in a majority of tumbling passes on the floor exercise. It is also 
used a great deal on the balance beam. 

Full-in, Back-out - a double salto with a full twist (the complete 
twist performed during the first salto). 

Giant -a swing in which the body is fully extended and moving through 
a 360 degree rotation around the bar. 

Half-in, Half-out - a double salto with a half twist on the first salto 


and a half twist on the second salto. 

Handspring - springing off the hands by putting the weight on the 
arms and using a strong push from the shoulders; can be done either 
forward or backward; usually a linking movement. 

Kip - movement from a position below the equipment to a position 
above. 

Layout Position - straight or slightly arched body position, may be 
seen during a movement or a still position. 

Optionals - personally-designed routines which show the gymnast 
to the best advantage. 

Pike Position - body bent forward more than 90 degrees at the hips 
while the legs are kept straight. 

Pirouettes - changing direction by twisting in the handstand position. 

Release - leaving the bar to perform a move before regrasping it. 

Routine - a combination of stunts displaying a full range of skills on 
one apparatus. 

Salto - flip or somersault, with the feet coming up over the head and 
the body rotating around the axis of the waist. 

Tuck - a position in which the knees and hips are bent and drawn 
into the chest; the body is folded at the waist. 

Twist - not to be confused with a salto, a twist occurs when the 
gymnast rotates around the body's longitudinal axis, defined by the spine. 

Virtuosity - the artistry, or the degree of rhythm and harmony, 
displayed while a movement is executed. In general, the more flowing 
and seamless a series of skills appears to be, the greater the virtuosity 
and the higher the score. 

Yurchenko Vault - Round-off entry onto the board, flic-flac onto 
the horse and one of the following off the horse: layout, full twist, one- 
and-a-half twist or double twist.

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Guide 10 Womens Gymnastics 


General 


Six gymnasts from each team compete on each of the four events. The team 
score is obtained by adding the five highest scores on each event. Individual 
optional routines, put together by the gymnast to express herself through the 
skills she performs the best, have a starting value of only 9.5. An additional five 
tenths can be earned, up to four tenths by performing skills of the highest level 
(difficulty), and up to four tenths for performing a series of high level skills 
(combination). Only one tenth must come from difficulty and only one tenth 
must come from combination, the rest may come from either. Common de- 
ductions are landing deductions. One tenth is taken away for each step or large 
hop that the gymnast takes, while only half a tenth is taken for a small hop. 
Other deductions include bent arms, legs, toes or leg separation, Falls that 
occur are deducted five tenths each time a fall occurs. Finally, a gymnast can 
receive a neutral deduction on balance beam and floor exercise. Neutral de- 
ductions are one tenth; and are received for being under or overtime on beam 
and floor, and for stepping out of bounds on the floor exercise. They occur 
each time that a gymnast violates these rules. Each event with the exception of 
vault has a series of six (bars) and seven (beam and floor) special requirements 
(SR’s), and omission of any of these requirements results in a two tenths deduc- 
tion from the start value,

Vault is unlike any other event. There are no specific requirements. It re- 
quires speed, quickness and explosive power, Unlike the other events each 
vault has its own start value. Most vaults done in college do not start from a 
10.0. Deductions are taken from the start value for technical errors in the pre- 
flight (approach), the block (the rise from the horse), the post-flight (height and 
distance from the horse) and the landing. Each gymnast will perform only one 
vault (as opposed to two in past years). 


Uneven Bar's 


An uneven bar routine must contain at least two bar changes; these are the 
first two SR’s. A bar change is when the gymnast moves from the high bar to 
the low bar or vise-versa, It must also contain two release moves; these are the 
third and fourth SR’s. A release move is defined as when the gymnast lets go of 
the bar with both hands and flips or twists and regrasps the same bar or the 
other bar. Uneven bar routines must contain change of direction, This is the 
fifth SR; it must be a change of at least 180 degrees or more. The final SR is a 
dismount. A bar routine must contain at least 10 skills. 


Special Requirements 

* At least two bar changes 

* One directional change 

* Two different flight elements of at least "B" value are required 


The balance beam is 16 feet long, four feet high and merely four inches wide. 


Performing on the beam requires precise movement and intense concentra- 
tion, A balance beam routine should be between one minute 10 seconds and 
one minute 30 seconds. The first special requirement a beam routine must 
contain is a tumbling series, It must also contain a series of two leaps and a 
series of one tumbling skill and one leap skill. This series is called a gym/acro 
series. These two series are the second and third SR's. The fourth SR is that the 
gymnast’s torso must touch the beam at some point during the routine. The 
gymnast must complete a turn of at least 360 degrees on one leg for the fifth 
SR. The sixth SR is a leap with large amplitude. This requirement may be part 
of the leap series, the gym/acro series or entirely on its awn. Finally, the gym- 
Nast must dismount the beam, This is the final SR. 


Special Requirements 

* One tumbling series of two or more flight elements 

* One dance series of two or more elements 

* One gym/acro series (tumbling/dance) of two or more elements 

* One gymnastics leap, jump or hop with great amplitude. This may be 
part of the gym/acro 

* One gymnastics turn (minimum of 360 degrees) on one leg, 

* Element or connection close to the beam 


Floor Exercise 


Floor exercise is a combination of dance and tumbling to music on a 12 
meter by 12 meter space. The duration of a floor routine should be between 
one minute 10 seconds and one minute 30 seconds. A floor routine must 
contain at least two tumbling passes, first SR, one of which contains two flips, 
second SR. |t must also contain three different flips within the two tumbling 
passes, third SR.A floor routine must contain a series of three leaps, fourth SR, 
and a series of two leaps and a tumbling skill or two tumbling skills and a leap, 
fifth SR. One of the leaps in the routine must be of *C” value or higher, sixth SR. 
The final SR is that the routine contains a dismount commensurate with the 
rest of the routine. Floor exercise has become not only one of the most 
beautiful of athletic events, but one of the most daring and exciting, as well.
